and the loft for schools when finished. But these cells beneath is to 
imprison all that, in a word, that does not to them conform ; by dark' 
holes through the lower floor into them of stone and lime cefrfent ; 
that no man could give an alaipri of his condition, when all is finish¬ 
ed, because of the solid work of building materials around him.— 
Again, this edifice answers for another purpose, it is said to be d'>ne 
to fulfil a Revelation from God ; every mao is crowded to pul in hi* 
mite, not only in Nauvoo, but as far as the name of L, D. Saint ts 
known. Ail as one is over persuaded by sayings, that whatever they 
have sacrificed will be to them of no account, unless they add un* 
ceasing diligence, in both property and labor. The money that has 
been paid in, and the commodities of every kind, there is no telling 
the amount, as every cord has been drawn to gather means. Well, 
what has been done with it ? it has not been put to the buildmg v xjf 
tbe Temple ; it is used to build and repair houses to accommodate 
certain onesf"bf which l have often spoke, that say it is right to have 
as many wives as they can support. The labor ol thousands is 
mostly put on the house, ns they are also interested to get that alon«, 
as there is manv unruly fellows, such as J. O Bennett, George W. 
Robison, John F. Olnev, C). H. Olney, and manv more I might men- 
lion. Such cs Mias Nancy Rigdon, and Miss M. Brotherton ; that 
they don't seem to have tools to handle vet, for the sisters thev have 
got another edifice in tWe n;tme ol the Lord, of w hich I hinted of 
•the Nauvoo House, that is a building ; any way that they can fix~it 
by begging, borrowing, buying, selling rooms; finally, it doniseemtto 
matter, so as the work can be done, as all is impatiently awaiting for 
tho^Nauvoo House or Inn to be done. That is a building built of 
brick above the basement story, with the basement story is to bn rai¬ 
sed five story high ; that will front about, 1 think, one "hundred and 
foriyTeCt and proportionable u idtb, :o be divided into such rooms as 
will suit their cogvrfhience. 

Here l must unMd another mystery. Thisgreat Mormon lnois 
said to be for the rich of nil classes and nations to come to, such as 
men of pleasure, of taste, <5fc. For those that have an interest in 
their eternal salvation ; ttmt they can come to Sion and receive such 
instruction as w ilt tend to forward them in the things of God.
